1. HaJJ Amin al-Husaynl, former Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, baa begun sending 
terrorists to the Hejas to establish a terrorist training center there which 
also le to provide a permanent cadre avafable for use when required. Six 
experienced former terrorists already have been sent to the Bejas from Syria 
and Lebanon. The ex -Mufti has prepaid their passages and given them each one 
hundred Egyptian pounds .1 

2, On 6 October 1952 the ex-Muftl had a conversation with President Camille 
Shm’mun of Lebanon. Sha'mun agreed during this meeting to continue the monthly 
payments of 2,000 Lebanese pounds to the Arab Higher Executive In Lebanon 
which were begun by former President Blsharah al-Khurl.2

4. The ex -Mufti and Ayatollah 'Abd-al-Qaaia Kashanl of Iran are in regular 

correspondence. In a recent letter, Kashanl suggested that military detachments 
from the various Moslem states be sent to Jerusalem to assist in protecting 
the Mosque of 'Omar from the Jews. The ex -Mufti agreed to this suggestion 
In a subsequent letter.
